“As a precaution, the State of Michigan 
has just issued a Do Not Eat Fish Advisory 
for the entire Huron River Watershed, from 
its origins in Oakland County to Lake Erie. 
This includes Belleville Lake.” 

Best said the State said that swimming, 
boating and catch-and-release fishing can 
still be enjoyed. For more information, 
contact the Michigan Department of Health 
and Human Services at 1-800-648-6942 or 
visit www.michigan.gov/pfasresponse . 

Best said Wayne County found out about 
this late Wednesday and did not contact the 
township until about 12:30 p.m. Friday. 

He said Van Buren Township Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara directed staff to work 


with county health officials. 

He said staff received five signs from the 
county and those signs are being placed 
at the two MDNR boat launches, Sandy’s 
Marina, French Landing Dam and Van 
Buren Park beach. 

Best said the township has put the 
information on its website and Facebook 
page. 

“Please remember that the State says 
swimming, boating and catch-and-release 
fishing can still be enjoyed,” Best said. 

PFAS (perfluoralkyl sulfonate), which 
include PFOS (perfluoralky] sulfonate), do 
not move easily through the skin.

VBT Board approves Midwest Recycling collection bins in twp.

About 25 recycling bins for gently used 
clothing and shoes will be put up around 
Van Buren Township in the near future and 
the township will get 6 cents per pound for 
the donations. 

At the township board’s regular meeting 
on Aug. 21, the board voted unanimously 
to sign the one-year contract with Midwest 
Recycling, based in Inkster. 

Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
was absent from the regular meeting 
because his wife had just been released 
from the hospital, but at the work/study 
meeting the day before he was in favor of 
the proposal. 

On Aug. 20, Jim Godbout, Midwest vice 
president of municipal public relations and 
president of the Westland City Council, 
explained the project to the board at its 
work/study session. 

On Aug. 21, Abe Hachem, president 
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of Midwest, explained the recycling and 
answered questions from the board at its 
regular meeting. 

Hachem said it is estimated that 85% of 
used clothing now goes to landfills, but with 
his project it will be exported overseas and 
used. He estimated VBT would get more 
than $10,000 a year for the donations. 

He said the bins will be serviced every 
five to seven days and a telephone number 
will be on each bin, so those who have a 
complaint or want the bin emptied can call. 
He said since their office is just 20 minutes 
away, someone could come out within a 
few hours to check on the bin. If the call 
is at the end of the work day, they would 
come the next day. 

Township Trustee Paul White said there 
have been messes around such containers 
in the past and Hachem said they take pride 
in what they do and will tend to problems 
when called. 

Hachem said all the drivers take pictures 
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of the bins to record their condition. 

“And, a real person answers the phone, 
not a machine,” said Trustee Sherry Frazier, 
relaying the information given by Godbout 
the day before. 

“We live in a materialistic society,” said 
Trustee Frazier. “We buy, buy, buy. This 
way we can give to someone in need.” 

On Aug. 20, Godbout said he goes into 
the schools with an educational program 
on recycling and he’s done cable to educate 
the community. 

He said Midwest offers the service to 
VBT at no cost and will perform upkeep 
on the bins and locations. He said the bins 
are emptied weekly and weighed. Checks 
are sent out to the township each month, 
starting with the first month. He said 
Westland received $18,000 last year and 
saved money in tipping fees at the landfill. 

Godbout said Midwest will work with 
the township on the color of the bins and 
design. VBT’s logo will be on each bin, he 
said. 

Supervisor McNamara at the Aug. 20 
meeting said the contract can be canceled 
with 90 days notice. 

Besides Westland, bins are in Orion 
Township, Inkster, with Garden City and 
Romulus in the works. Godbout said they 


just started branching out this year and 
now have about 2,000 bins in place. 
Godbout said the clothes and shoes 
are taken to their warehouse, bound up 
and sent to places like Chile, Nicaragua, 
Ecuador, and Egypt, where people sort 
them and distribute them. He said the well- 
worn clothes are set aside as rags, the shoes 
are shined, other items fixed up for resale. 

He said Midwest gives 6 cents per pound 
to the municipalities and gets about 25 to 30 
cents per pound, depending on the market. 
He said they fill a 4,200-pound container 
per week and have 35 to 40 employees 
between Michigan and Ohio. 

Trustee White said there are people who 
are needy in their own township and the 
township shouldn’t be supporting another 
business. 

“It’s not in the right mode for the township 
to make profit off another business,” White 
said. 

Godbout said Midwest doesn’t impact 
Goodwill, Salvation Army, and others and 
it works with a lot of churches. He said 
there are times Goodwill gives them extra 
clothes it doesn’t need. 

Trustee Frazier said it’s more convenient 
for people to drop off clothes on their way

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Sumpter planners affirm 
slaughterhouse recommendation

During a 47-minute special meeting on 
Aug. 21, the Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission voted unanimously to return 
its recommendation on the proposed 
slaughterhouse to the township board of 
trustees with lots of detailed information. 

At its July 12 regular meeting, the 
planning commission voted unanimously 
to send a recommendation for approval 
of special land use for the slaughterhouse 
to the township board with stipulations, 
but did not specify the details. The board 
sent it back to the commission asking for 
details. 

The slaughterhouse operation is proposed 
for 50425 Bemis Road, the former site of 
the Pet Resort. 

Commission chairman Jane Stalmack said 
three items should be in the material sent 
to the board: that hard-surface parking is 
required, the site plan needs to be corrected 
to meet the ordinance, and the developer 
should meet with the planner on details. 

Commissioner Matt Oddy, who did 
not attend the July meeting and did not 
participate in that evening’s discussion on 
the project, had recommendations on what 
should be in the information for the board. 
And, so did township attorney Rob Young, 
who seldom attends planning commission 
meetings but was at the board table sitting 
with the commission at the special meeting. 

Chris Atkin, planning consultant from 
Carlisle Wortman, went through items 
listed in the minutes of that meeting, 
including the height of the fence is six foot 
around the east side of the building and 
the parking layout is taken care of and the 
delivery layout is taken care of. 

He said 20 animals at max can be at the 
site and the commission may want to add 
something else as a stipulation. 

Commissioner Tim Rush said he would 
like to add daily removal of waste. 

Commissioner Oddy said he would like 
to read through all the stipulations on page 
6, so Chairman Stalmack went through the 
details again. 

Oddy insisted the dumpster should be 
dumped daily and the height of the fence 
should be 6 feet, enclosing the stockyard 
area. 

Consultant Atkin said the dumpster 
should be dumped daily, if necessary. 

After more discussion on details, Rush 
made a motion, seconded by Commissioner 
Richard Pokerwinski to send the 
recommendation back to the township 
board with the reports and minutes of July 
12 meeting and minutes of that night’s 
meeting. 


In other business, consultant Atkin 
said the wireless communication tower 
approved by the township for special land 
use at 20060 Haggerty Road needs a one- 
year extension because no work has been 
done and the approval will expire. 

He said the developers met a road block. 
Wayne County is making them put in a 
detention pond. He said the other cell 
tower approved at Lohr and Harris roads 
also will need a pond. 

Commissioner Rush said it is in the 
best interest of the community to help 
the developer get this done. He said cell 
towers have backup power that can stay on 
for days and even weeks in an emergency 
situation. 

He made the motion to grant the one- 
year extension and Commissioner Oddy 
seconded the motion, that was passed 
unanimously by the commission. 

Then the meeting was opened to public 
comment by the crowd of people who 
came to hear about the slaughterhouse, 
with commission Chairwoman Stalmack 
announcing speakers had to keep their 
comments to three-minutes each. 

Denise Adkins said she was concerned 
because people didn’t know about this 
slaughterhouse in their neighborhood and 
consultant Atkin said those 300’ away 
from the project were informed and it was 
printed twice in the paper. 

“You live one mile away,” consultant 
Atkin scolded her. “You live next to an 
Industrial district and you knew that. You 
had a say in public comments when the 
zoning ordinance was approved.” 

Adkins said someone finally came to look 
at her house, which is for sale. She asked 
what she should say if the buyer asks what 
that smell is. 

“I know, I can sue the township,” she 
said. “Nobody wants it in their back yards. 
You can’t tell me it won’t smell,” she said, 
adding she will be calling the FDA when 
it does. 

“It’s terrible the way you slid this in,” she 
continued. 

Attorney Young joined in the scolding 
tone, saying the statute existed for decades 
and you have to hold a public hearing with 
everyone within 300 feet getting notified. 
You have to publish it in the newspaper 
one time and it was published twice. 

“Nobody did anything but to follow the 
law,” Young said, adding this is a permitted 
use with conditional-use approval. The 
township held the public hearing and the 
public had a right to be there with those 
in opposition making comments. Special 
conditions were put in motion.

Sumpter Township board 
approves slaughterhouse, 5-1

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
at its Aug. 28 regular meeting voted 5-1 
to approve special land use for a custom 
slaughterhouse at 50425 Bemis Road. 

Treasurer Peggy Morgan voted no and 
Trustee Sheena Barnes was absent. 

Treasurer Morgan said she had lived on 
Sully Drive for ten years and she said if she 
was still there she would not be happy to 
have the slaughterhouse nearby. She said 
concerns included odor, property values, 
and that the school down the road is against 
it. 

Treasurer Morgan said the former Pet 
Resort was purchased to be part of a 
marijuana grow operation and she saw 
the people involved at the marijuana 
committee meetings last winter. 

The original plan date was submitted 
to the township on July 24, 2017 and the 
revised plan submitted Feb. 1, 2018 for a 
custom slaughterhouse. 

A public hearing was held before the 
planning commission on July 12 and the 
special land use sent on to the board with 
a recommendation for approval. The board 
sent it back to the planning commission 
asking for more information. The 
commission held a special meeting on Aug. 
21 and sent the slaughterhouse plans back 


to the board with another recommendation 
for approval with more information. 

Denise Adkins of Sully Drive, who had 
been working against the slaughterhouse, 
presented copies of the petitions she 
circulated carrying 74 signatures asking 
for the board to turn down the special 
approval. 

Adkins then asked the board to assure 
her that none of the board members had 
anything to do with this business and 
Treasurer Morgan was the only one to 
assure her that she didn’t. 

Adkins conceded that she took the petition 
to Keystone Academy on Bemis Road and 
teachers signed it. 

“They’re not residents,” called out Sharon 
Pokerwinski from the audience. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy, who sits on the 
planning commission as board liaison, was 
absent for the commission’s public hearing 
on the slaughterhouse, but was present for 
the special meeting on the issue. 

He said it shouldn’t be called a 
slaughterhouse, but a “custom meat 
processing facility.” 

However, all the township’s paperwork 
says slaughterhouse and in Section 4.16.2 
of the Sumpter Township zoning ordinance, 
slaughterhouses are permitted as special 
land use in the GI, General Industrial

M-STEP scores 
disappointing for 
Van Buren parents 


Parents of students in the Van Buren 
Public Schools are voicing concern about 
the low spring proficiency scores from 
M-STEP testing for the district that were 
announced last week. 

The students in third through eighth 
grades and llth graders were tested in 
English, Math, Social Studies, and Science. 
The state is not announcing Science scores 
for various reasons. 

If you put all the grades together, Van 
Buren posted a 31.3% rating in English, 
25.8% in Math, and 10.4% in Social 
Studies. That’s with 100% the max. 

Savage Elementary, which houses the 
Gifted and Talented programs, was the 
only school to rank above state average of 
36%, with 46%. 

Keystone Charter Academy’s school 
average (K-8) was 51%, with the state total 
average at 40%. 

Belleville High School’s football 
team, which has brought acclaim from 
throughout the state, won its first two 
games this season in a tougher league. 

BHS also has a marching band with more 
than 300 students that also brings praise in 
the media and pride to the parents. 

Now, all the Van Buren Schools, as well 
as all the schools in Michigan, need to do 
is what they are in business to do: Teach 
students the basics so they can go on to 
lead our country. Students get just one shot 
at K-12. We’ve got to do better. Let’s find 
out how to raise the scores and do it.

In the motion to approve the special land

“We don’t say we don’t like you, so you 
have to leave,” Young continued. “Nobody 
did anything underhanded...” 

Aman in the audience said the commission 
could have denied approval and Young 
replied, “Then I end up in court.” 

Alfred Dingley of Lohr Road asked about 
the purchase of the property and consultant 
Atkin said it was purchased in January for 
a different intent. 

The man asked who okayed the purchase 
and it was approved without thinking about 
it. “Can you guarantee odor control?” 

Commissioner James Clark said there are 
horses in the man’s area and, “I can smell

the horses.” 

“Are you going to control the odor or 
not?” Dingley asked. 

Young said the ordinance officer will 
determine offensive odors and the township 
will enforce the ordinance. 

Commissioner Mary Sherwood noted 
people have said this is in “our back yard,” 
but it’s in her front yard, one mile away. 

“I came to the meeting fully prepared to 
vote no because it affected me,” Sherwood 
said of the previous meeting. “He [the 
owner] convinced me this is going to be a 
small operation and he will follow the law 
and not become a nuisance operation ... 
and we can work to stop it if it does.” 

Commissioner Oddy said the township 
does not get involved in the purchase of 
private land. 

The second speaker to sign up to talk 
was Norm DeBuck who operates a sod 
farm near the proposed slaughterhouse. 
He said he did receive notice because he 
is within the 300 feet. He said he had odor 
concerns and the daily emptying of the 
container addresses that. He said at the last 
meeting he talked about how large animals 
trampling on his turf fields would cause a 
lot of damage. 

He said it is good to know that in the 
event they don’t operate a good business 
the township will act. 

Young said the township could move to 
revoke special-use approval and would 
seek an injunctive order from circuit court 
to shut them down.

he raises horses, cows, and chickens and 
for four to five months of the season there 
is smell. He said he uses a lot of lime which 
deadens the odors -- almost. 

He said he raises 100 chicken at a time 
and setting the maximum number of 20 at 
a time at the slaughterhouse is not a good 
number. He said he takes his animals to 
Blissfield, 40 miles away, for slaughter. 

“Most of us eat meat and animals have to 
be slaughtered,” Bardell said. “I’m 100% 
for the slaughterhouse.” 

A man who said he lives in the 
second occupied house away from the 
slaughterhouse said the first he heard of it 
was by reading Denise Adkins’ letter in the 
Independent the previous week. 

Roy Martin, who said he lives across 
Rawsonville Road in Augusta Woods, 
said there are 350 people there who would 
smell this if they get an east wind. 

“I notified the manager to get ahold of the 
owner,” he said. 

Young said if the township makes 
a determination smell emanates from 
there, it will act. He said the residents of 
Rawsonville Woods have the right to call 
and complain about that. 

Richard Croft of Sully Drive said there 
is no smell to a horse farm. He said he just 
got his house appraised and he didn’t want 
it to go down in value because of talk of a 
horse farm. 

“You shouldn’t bring up horse farms,” 
Croft said. “I don’t smell Denise’s horses.” 

Bardell said he lets his horses crap in the 
field and he doesn’t clean it up. 

DeBuck said the State of Michigan has 
a Right to Farm Act. Agriculture has some 
smells, he said, and there has to be a certain 
level of tolerance. 

“If we bring something new in ... you 
can’t be too sensitive,” DeBuck said. 

Bardell said people see dead deer and 
raccoons in the road and they smell. 

“This man has got a chance,” he said. 
“We gotta wait and see how he handles his

Town Halls will focus on 
Romulus fire and police 
millage proposal 


ROMULUS - A series of town halls have 
been scheduled to provide information to 
voters about a millage proposal to support 
services in the Romulus Fire and Police 
Departments. 

A vote on a 4-mill levy over five years 
will be part of the Nov. 6, general election 
ballot. The proposal would provide necessary 
funding to maintain the current level of fire 
and police services in the community while 
avoiding cuts in essential services. 

Five informational town halls were 
scheduled, starting at 6 p.m. All five meetings 
are open to the public. 

Two town halls already have been held, 
one at Romulus High School and one at 
Halecreek Elementary School. 

Upcoming town halls have been set for: 

e Sept. 19 at Barth Elementary School.

e Oct. 3 at Wick Elementary School, 36900 
Wick Road; and 

e Oct. 24 at Romulus Elementary School, 
32200 Beverly Road. 

Additional informational meetings will 
be planned. Those interested in hosting an 
informational meeting can call the Mayor’s 
Office at (734) 942-7571. 

The City Council voted unanimously June 
11 to place a proposed charter amendment on 
the ballot. Funds would be utilized strictly for 
fire and police services. 

City officials said fire and police services 
make up more than two-thirds of the city’s 
general fund budget. Romulus Mayor LeRoy 
D. Burcroff said public safety is a vital 
service that government provides. Failure 
to approve the millage increase would lead 
to cuts in funding for fire, police and other 
essential services.
